DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
available prior art — the Jones (US 4,904,603) reference — discloses a device and 
method for the use of a drilling fluids with a pH greater than 8, but not a means for or 
method of acidifying samples for the measurement of CO2. While the Kelley (US 
4,299,794) reference discloses acidifying samples for C0 2 measurement, no motivation 
is found to combine the processes and apparatuses of Jones and Kelley. There is no 
known motivation in the art for such a combination and the invention is not anticipated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
